The Mayor's Messave. 

To the Honorable President and Mem- 
bers of the Common Council, Sche* 
nectady. New York. 

Gentlemen : — 

Today marks the inauguration of a 
new municipal administration in our 
city. We begin the discharge of our 
civic obligations under circumstances 
that are uncommon in local history. 
This is the first admlniatration to be 
Digitized by VjUiJV IC 
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chosen by the electorate of Schenec- 
tady since the commencement of the 
great world conflict, of which we all 
are a vital part and in which we all 
have solemn duties to perform. These 
historic and trying days in the Na- 
tion's life are reflected in every com- 
munity, and during this stress the citi. 
zenship has chosen us to assume the 
management of the city's affairs in a 
manner so unmistakable and conclus- 
ive that there is stirred up within each 
of us an intense desire to make good 
the trust imposed In us. 

Loyal devotion to public service is 
expected. Efficiency and economy have' 
become watchwords of the Natlcn; let 
them become our slogan. At a time 
when our people have been asked to 
exercise real economy in order to 
strengthen and fortify our Nation in 
ihe colossal struggle to save Democ- 
racy, we would indeed prove false to 
our trust did we not reduce expendi- 
tures to as low a figure as consistent 
with sane, progressive administration. 
This is no time for fadg and fancies 
It is no time for costly municipal ex- 
periments. 

Rvlfirencien of Nation Ffrat. 

The exigencies o^f the Nation demand 
that no extensive improvements be un- 
dertaken, unless vital to the public 
welfare. This is a principle which, I 
feel confident, will be generally sub-' 
scribed to by municipalities through- 
out the country. It will help to imake 
available for the use of the Govern- 
ment the largest possible degree of 
America's economic resources. 

Efficient Service Demanded. 

The people expect from every muni- 
cipal employee, from the highest to the 
lowe&t, a full measure of efficient, in- 
telligent service. Slackers on the job 
may expect as little sympathy or con- 
sideration as those who evade their 
Country's service. They cannot square 
their conduct with public sentiment at 
a time when their Country demands 
the best that is in every man. 

The people of Schenectady have loy- 
ally and enthusiastically re.nponded to 
every patriotic call made upon them. 
Let their chosen municipal servants de- 
vote themselves with equal loyalty to 



the duties assigned them. Suoh a com- 
bination will make Schenectady a 
recognized leader among the Nation's 
municipalities. To the accomplishment 
of this end I earnestly ask the hearty 
co-operation of all who h«,ve the best 
interests of our city and country at 
heart. 

Re-DlstrletlBC the Oitr- 

During the course of the next two 
years varlciis municipal problems, and 
questions of public policy, will demand 
your earnest consideration. One of 
these has already arisen and warrants 
immediate attention. The granting ol 
suffrage to the women of New York 
State has produced a situation In Sche- 
nectady which must be promptly met 
if we are to avoid confusion at the 
next general election. I refer to the 
nercFsity of re-dlstrictln^ the city and 
the purc'nase of the necessary addl« 
tlonal voting machines to accomano- 
date our increased electorate. We 
have at present in the city 41 election 
districts, and if we are to folloiw the 
practice that is being adopted in other 
cities We must add at least two-thirds 
of that number, which will give us 6S» 
districts. 

The election commissioners recom- 
mend the immediate purchase of 30 
voting machines, and as other cities 
have already placed, orders for the 
same type of machine, it seems imper- 
ative that this matter should be taken 
up with cut delay to insure the delivery 
of the required number of machines 
before the next general election. 

While the purchase of these ma- 
chinos means an additional budget item 
or bond issue it will in the end effect 
a saving and prove a profitable invest- 
ment. As you already know. If paper 
ballots are used instead of machines 
we shall be required to have a much 
larger number of election districts; 
the city will have to rent so many 
more polling places, and pay a greater 
number of election boards, with addi- 
tional poll clerks who will not be re- 
quired if machines are used. In addi- 
tion, there Is the cost of furnishln-g 
the paper ballots which is much great- 
er than the preparation of the ma- 
chines. 

There is a great demand at present 
for voting machines, which taken with 
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the difficulty of securing: anything in 
which Bteel Is an important factor 
would seem to make it the part of 
wi»dom that the City of Schenectady 
should. place its order for the required 
number of machines as soon as it can 
he legally done. 

Need of Larger City Barn. 

Another matter which merits imme- 
diate attention, due In part to the 
pending expiration of a lease, concerns 
the acquisition by the municipality of 
a city barn. The city's equipment of 
automobiles, street flusher and sweep- 
ers, horses, wagons, sleighs, etc., is 
now scattered about the city, much of 
It exposed to the elements, and & con- 
siderable part of it improperly housed 
and cared for. Prudence would not 
tolerate the continuance of such a 
condition. It has been suggested that 
tliis valuable equipment be centralized 
as much as possible, and the value of 
such a move cannot be questioned. 

That the need is imperative becomes 
evident when we consider that all of 
the equipment of the Bureau of Ashes 
and Garbage stands out in the weather 
with the exception of the trucks 
which stand in a cold shed. This con- 
dition, 4f allowed to continue, will 
very materially decrease the efficiency 
of the equipment. 

Tile city's lease on the McEncroe 
property In Union Street expires Feb- 
ruary 1st. FcT the use of this profj- 
erty the city !« paying |100 a month 
and for the property In Ferry Street 
15-0 a month, in addition to the rental 
for a vacant lot where the sleighs 
were stored last summer. 

The street flusher belonging to the 
Department of Public Works, as good 
a machine as money can buy, is now 
standing In an open shed and is very 
much In need of paint and repairs. All 
the automobile equipment needs over- 
hauling in order to have it in proper 
ahap^ for the coming summer. On 
the property now rented by the city 
there Is no place available for these 
repairs. 

The centralization of this equipment 
in a city barn and storage, where It 
ican be properly protected, repaired, 
painted, and kept fit for service will 



effect a saving of time, labor and ex- 
pense and insure greater efficiency 
and service. 

I recommen.d your consideration of 
steps looking toward the accomplish- 
ment of this project as quickly as is 
consistent with the olty'e best inter- 
ests. 

Public Healtk Paramount. 

The enviable health record that 
Schenectady holds among the cities of 
the State must be maintained. The 
health of a people is its greatest as- 
set, and expenditures made to main- 
tain or increase the health of a com- 
munity is money well invested. It is 
unnecessary to enlarge upon this sub- 
ject since all recognize its importance 
to a people, as paramount. 

Higher Snlnrlew for Teachers. 

Since America's entry into the world 
war the difficulty of maintaining an 
adequate teaching force in our schools 
has constantly increased. Instructors 
have been attracted to other more re- 
munerative fields of endeavor. Others 
have joined the teaching staff of cities 
offering higher salaries. If Increased 
salaries will sclve the proljlem, the 
expenditure will bear Interest a hun- 
dred fold. It would prove t^e falsest 
kind of economy to Jeopardize the ef- 
ficiency of our educational system. 
This subject will be carefully consid- 
ered at the budget sessions of the 
Board of Estimate and Apportionment 

Ash and C«nrUagrs Colleetlon. 

The situation of the ash and gar- 
bage collection is bad. Complaints 
have been numerous and will un- 
doubtedly continue to be so until the 
present situation can be remedied. In 
the meantime, the patience of house- 
holders is asked until the collections 
can again be brought up to schedule. 

Wide Crosntowu Street Aaanred. 

Two projects of great importance 
to Schenectady will have the hearty 
support of this administration. I 
refer to the Great Western Gateway 
and to the acquisition and use of the 
abandoned Erie canal bed for a wide 
crosfitown street. Both improvements 
are so essential to th« city's progress 
and development that every consistent 
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effort should be made to further their 
realization. 

The enthuulastio aupport of the 
Schenectady Board of Trade and o' 
our citizens in general has been of 
very material assistance In the ad- 
vancement of both of these projects, 
and their continued active co-opera- 
tion will hasten to fulfillment, im- 
provements which will greatly en- 
hance the attractiveness and progreBS 
of Schenectady. 

The Comsmlssloner of Public Worka 
has already conferred with the state 
authorities on the Erie canal bed pro- 
ject and has been assured of active co- 
operation in advancing: the improve- 
ment as rapidly as possible. 

The Great Western Gateway. 

The progress already recorded for 
the Great Western Gateway is en- 
couraging. The bridge so much de- 
aired not only by our own citizens, 
but by people throughout this section 
of the State, Is assured. The sooner 
it is huilt the better. Even as a war 
measure, it would seem that the early 
construction of thl« bridge would be 
desirable, since it woxild furnish a 
highly important transportation link 
in the state's highway system. 

Strict Eeonomy Vrsed. 

I have already referred to the neces- 
sity of exercising strict economy 
wherever possible. . This will lielp In 
some measure to balance against the 
increased appropriations that will be 
inevitable In some departments — nota- 
bly the educational, police, Are and 
election bureaus. 

We stand today on the threshold of 
a new year and a new administration 
of municipal affairs. Success or fail- 
ure will depend in large measure upon 
the spirit and the quality of our public 



service. A busineas adminiatr&tion of 
city affairs, and not a political one. Is 
what the people expect and will de- 
mand. 

Conscientious discharge of one'a 
duties will bring, due recognition from 
those who elect their representatives 
to positions of pubilc trust.

hereinafter provided, and the principal 
and interest thereof shall, at the re- 
quest of the reeristered holders, be re- 
mitted in New York Exchange. Two 
of said bonds shall be payable on the 
first day of February, 1919, and two of 
paid bonds on the first day of February 
in each succeeding: year thereafter, to 
and including: the first day of Febru- 
ary, 1930, at which time the last of 
said bonds shall become due. All bonds 
so issued under the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall be dated February Ist, 
1918, and shall bear interest at a rate 
to be determined by the Comptroller, 
according to the conditions of the bond 
market at the time of sale, but not ex- 
ceeding five per centum per annum, 
which said interest shall be payable 
semi-annually at the City Treasurer's 
office on the first days of August and 
February of each year, and shall be 
negotiated by the Comptroller as here- 
inafter provided.

Gentlemen: — The following state- 
ment and recommendations were unan- 
imously adopted at a meeting of the 
adrvisory committee of the ConfeirenKse 
held In Albany on January 14th: 



After considering from all angles 
the food and fuel prot>lem« as th^y 
affect the cities of the state, the Ad- 
visory Committee of the Confereiice 
(has concluded that the solution of 
existing problems, at the present time, 
rests with the individual municipality. 

The Conference appealed to the State 
Food Control Commission to investi- 
gate the prices demanded by and the 
claims of producers and distribiitors 
of milk. After conference with the 
United States Food Administration it 
was announ^ced that the Federal Body 
had fixed a'maxlmiim price. 

We believe that each crtty in the 
State can help to relieve the acute 
situation resulting from the high cost 
of milk by either establishing milk 
stations or using existing infant wel- 
fare stations and selling at these 
dipped or loose milk at cost, plus a 
small charge for actual overhead ex- 
penees. This is now being done or 
0uch a plan is contemplated im some 
cities. We believe that no harm can 
•come from the sale of dipped or loose 
milk if suoh sale is conducted by the 
city Itself thereby insuring control of 
the aanitary handlin«r of the product. 
We, therefore, recommend to the. cities 
(1) that they Immediately make appli- 
cation to the State Food Control Com- 
mission for authority to buy and sell 
food, including milk, (2) that they ar- 
range to purchase a supply of milk 
and (3) that they sell dipped milk 
tfrom municipal station-s whiclh shall be 
under the control of the local Health 
[Department. The Conference has aUK> 
appealed to the Federal Fuel Adimiri- 
istration to grant relief to municipali- 
ties in the distribution of fuel. We 
(believe that each City should have au- 
thority to buy and sell fuel so that It 
may establish statioms and assist in 
.mitigating the suffering amomg its less 
fortunate oitizena^ We, therefore, rec- 
ommend that each city make applica- 
tion to the State Food Comraissian to 
exercise the power of purchasting with 
municipal funds or on municipal credit, 
fuel, providing storage for 8u<oih fuel 
and selling it to its inhabitants. 

To obtain authority to buy and sell 
food the law requires that *'the Mayor, 
If any, and the govemdng body or 
(bodies of any ouch municipality sfhall 
file with the St%te^.^^g^^Cp^^gi^ a 
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resolution aod oertifioate fitatingr that 
euch a neceosity has arisen in sam 
municipalities and otherwise satiafy 
the State Food Covnmission that such 
IB. necessity exists." The Corn-mission 
has already authorized New York City 
to buy and sell food and Yonkers to 
buy and s^ll fuel. 

The Conference, throug^h the Ad- 
vieory Committee, has appealed to the 
United States Food Administration to 
investigate the cost of distributing 
milk and thereafter to fix a maximum 
price which the distributor can charge 
the consumer.

Referring to the proposed ordinance 
amending Section 9 of Chapter 30, with 
reference to what has come to be 
known as the "new stop schedule," a 
word of explanation as to the manner 
In which the new stop schedules have 
t)een prepared, would, I think, be 
proper. 

The Fuel Administration at Wash- 
ington has gone very vigorously Into 
the question of street railway opera- 
tion In order to bring about all possi- 
ble conservation of coal so as to re- 
duce as far as possible an anticipated 
shortage of 50,(W>0,a00 tons during 1918. 
A representative of the Fuel Adminis- 
tration on January 3, 1918, addressed 
a conference of electric railway offi- 
cials called by the Public Service Com- 
mission at Albany and made a very 
vigorous presentation of the necessi- 
ties, together with suggestions as to a 
number of methods by which fuel sav- 
ing could be accomplished. After a 



was appointed and this committee later 
made a report recommending a num- 
ber of different plans for fuel conser- 
vation, including a suggestion of re- ' 
ductions in car heating, lighting, and 
in the nunnber of stops. 

Realizing that the elimination of 
any considerable numtber of stops 
would very immediately affect public 
convenience, we asked the Mayor of 
the City, the President of the Coimmon 
Counodl, and the Presidents of th« 
Trades Assembly, the Merchants* As- 
sociation and the Board of Trade, a* 
well as the local fuel administration, 
to appoint representatives to assist us 
in revising the schedule of stops. All 
of these gentlemen responded In a 
spirit of cordial co-operation and the 
new stop schedule outlined on the 
charts which have been sent to you is 
the result oi the best collective judg- 
ment of the committee thus appointed. 

The basic suggestion of the Fuel 
Administration was for a schedule of 
stops of not more than eight per mile 
in city service, and while we have not 
worked exactly to the schedule which 
would mean an average distance be- 
tween stops of 660 feet, we have at- 
tempted to arrange the stops in such a 
way as to give an average distance of 
approximately 600 feet, except that In 
thinly settled districts we have In- 
creased this average to within 700 
feet. 

It Is difficult to estimate exactly 
what saving in coal can be accom- 
plished by the new stop schedule, but 
we know positively that the saving 
will be considerable and we believe 
that by means of this and other pos- 
sible power savings we will be en- 
abled to take advantage of this very 
great posal-bllity of coal conservation 
and to 'Carry out our share of this pa- 
triotic service with a minimum of In- 
convenience to the people of Schenec^ 
tady.

We find and 
report that the Fuel Administration at 
Washington through its representative 
has met in conference the oftlcials of 
the State Electric Railways: that these 
officials were called to Albany, Janu- 
ary 8rd, 1918. by the Public Service 
Commission for this conference; that 
the Fuel Administration then made 
known the necessity of fuel saving^ by 
the Street Railways and made sugges- 
tions as to the manner of such saving;

ber of car stops as a feasible method

My Dear Alderman: — You are prob- 
able aware of the fact that number 
Eight's Engine House, which is located 
on Broadway, opposite Fairview Ave- 
nue, in the 10th Ward, is equipped 
with a small pumpin.g engine as well 
as a combination wagon, which are at 
the present time drawn by horses. I 
understand from certain information 
that there is being a petition circu- 
lated in the 10th Ward requesting that 
an automobile pumping engine be in- 
stalled in that warri, to substitute the 
two rigs and the four horses. I am 
takin>g this opportunity to communi- 
cate with you for the purpose of as- 
certaining whether such a move would 
be possible at this particular time. 

Wtihout a dou'bt you are aware of 
the fact that we have automobile ap- 
paratus in all stations, except Station 
No. 8, and inasmuch as that station 
covers a very large territory; and al- 
though up to the present time they 
do not have many fires but we can 
never tell when they will, or their 
services will be required, therefore, I 
feel that this move la a good one — 
to substitute an auto pumping engine 
to repilace the four horses and the two 
riga 



It must also be tal^en into considera- 
tion that there are certain times dur- 
Ing the year when it is necessary to 
use horses and sleighs, and even then 
it is some times necessary to double 
up on the horses. But, then again it 
must be considered that there is ap- 
proximately eleven months in the year 
when the automobile is used with 
great success. 

In accordance to figures for cost of 
maintenance. It has been shown and 
compared that It only takes a few 
years; the difference in horses and 
automobiles, to pay for the automo- 
bile apparatus. When the automobile 
apparatus .stands in an engine house, 
especially in districts wliere they are 
called only frequently, said apparatus 
is under no expense — whereas, with 
horses they are continually being fed 
Just the same when they are standing 
in the house, as when they are on the 
go, and appreciating the price of feed, 
which is Jumping up day by day, the 
maintenance of automobile Is greatly 
less than that of the horse mainten- 
ance. 

I have taken this matter up with 
my superior, Mr. John K. Alexander, 
Commissioner of Public Safety, who 
co-operates In every way with such a 
move. If you will give this matter 
your attention, at such time as you 
may consider It advisable. I assure you 
it will be of great assistance to this 
department. If it should be your 
opinion that we should continue with 
the horses in that .station, Irrespective 
of the cost or territory which they 
have to cover, you will be prepared to 
act according to your own Judgment 
when such a petition Is submitted to 
you, as Chairman of the Fire Commit- 
tee of the Common Council. 

We have stationed at No. 5*8 Station, 
on Albany Street, a steam fire engine 
as well as a conrtjlnation wagon; both 
horse drawn. We now have an auto- 
mobile pumping engine for this sta- 
tion, which will be In servl^ce within 
the next week or two. It has been 
given a thorough trial and It Is now 
stationed at Station No. 6. It has been 
the custom of this department Instead 
of selling such horses that are dis- 
placed by automobile apparatus, to 
turn them over to the Department of 
Public Works. Then at such tlme«,

vlotory— co-operation of the cities with 
the State and co-operation of the 
cities and the State with the Federal 
Government. It was suggested that 
only those public Improvements that 
are really necessary for public health 
and public welfare should be allowed. 
To win the war, we must huaband 
every resource and practice rigid econ- 
omy. If public Improvements are un- 
avoidable, the Government will aid 
cities in getting material for their 
prosecution. It was urged by a direct 
representative of the Federal Govern- 
ment that we emulate the spirit of 
France and of England in the practice 
of thrift in municipal affairs.

Gentleondn: — The Ordinance relating 
to the Public Market requires that the 
stalls be disposed of at public auction 
each year. The Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works finds, upon investigation, that 
this is not practical inasmuch as un- 
der former commissioners, when tne 
auction was held, the entire revenue as 
derived from the auction was something 
less than nine hundred dollars. 

My understanding Is that an arrange- 
ment was then made with the market 
gardeners and the wholesalers whereby 
a price was agreed upon. Then these 
were advertised and the performance 
was icarried out by two men 4>iddlng on 
each stall and in that way the stalls 
were rented at the agraed price. 

The custom at the Market has been 
to use it as a wholesale market between 
the hours- of three and seven a. m. In 
other words this Market place was built 
with the idea of giving market garden- 
ers a place to deal with hucksters and 
wholesalers otherwise than on the 
streets. Unfortunately the retail end 
of the Market has not developed as 
hoped for. Many causes enter Into this 
phase of it. First, it must be a long 
up hill fight in educating the farmer 
as well as the housewife, also Schenec- 
tady is peculiar in the respect that w^ 
have very few small truck farmers due 
to the fact that with our big industries, 
working in fhe shop seems to be more 
attractive. There Is no question that 
If the produce were there the house- 
wives would come and buy it. On the 
other hand it Is a hard matter to got 
the housewives there unless they are 
assured of produce from which to select. 

If you compare this with the Albany 
Market, you must realize that all around 
the Albany Market are wholesale and 
retail stores. This, I think, will be the 
eventual solution of this Market and to 
that end the housewives are now work- 
ing. 
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Your Commissioner of Public Works 
recommends that the ordinance be 
amended to em>body the following 
changes; The stalls 1 to 17, both in- 
clusive shall be offered to wholesalers 
at a rental price of twenty-five dollars 
per year. The stalls 18 to 157 both In- 
clusive shall be offered to the Market 
Gardeners Association at an annual 
rental of nine dollars. The stalls 182 
to 211 both inclusive shall be offered to 
the peddlers at an annual rental of six 
dollars. StalU 158 to 181 and all other 
stalls not rented to the above described 
parties shall be rented to transients at 
a rate of twenty-live cents per day. The 
above rental apa>lles to a wholesale 
market only, that Is from three to seven 
a. m. After seven a. m. no produce 
shall be allowed to be sold in a whole- 
sale manner and the Market should be 
free from that time to twelve o'clock 
for a retail market under such rules 
and regulations as the Commissioner 
of Public Work® or his agent may pro- 
vide.

Gentlemen: — We regret very much 
that your letter of March 7th was de- 
layed In reaching us so that wo did not 
receive it until after the date on which 
you requested a reply. la spite of this 
fact, we are answering it somewhat 
fully, however, believing that It may 
still not be loo late for the Information 
to be of use to you. 

As a War measure to conserve fuel, 
we have been advocating the Institu- 
tion of the skip-stop system on the 
electric railways of the large cities of 
the country during the war, or at least 
during the coal shortage. We have 
been taking this matter up through the 
various State Administrators or 
through the Conservation Committees 
of the States where these committees 
exist, and we would have sooner or lat- 
er brought the matter to the attention 
of the City of Schenectady If you had 
not already takeu the lnltiat!/e. 

A careful study made of this mat* 
ter in the City of Washington showed 
that, by the Institution of the skip- 
• top system, a very considerable saving 
Jn fuel could be effected. In most cities 
the cars will now stop at any street 
corner which gives, as a rule, fourteen 
or more stopping iplaces per mile. The 
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cars, of course, seldom. If ever, stop at 
all of these points on any given trip, 
but they do average pro/balbly eight, or 
.nore stops per mile. At least as a 
War measure, it seems that this num- 
ber of stopping points can be reduced 
not only without any serious inconven. 
ience to the conununity, but with an 
actual betterment of service for with a 
smaller num-ber of stopping points, the 
average speed made by the cars can be 
increased without any increase in the 
maximum speed. 

In advocating the skip-stop system 
In the various large cities, we are sug- 
gesting to the proper bodies that they 
permit the railway companies to estab- 
lish not more .than eight stoppling 
points per mile in thickly settled dis- 
tricts or six in thinly settled districts, 
Instead o* the number at present in use. 
In most places the establishment of 
stopping places on fhls basis will re* 
duce the actual number of stops >made 
by c£g*s about 2i5 per cent or more. 

With the stops made by the cars re- 
duced 26 per cent, the average apeed 
can ordinarily be increased about 12 1-2 
per cent, while at the same time the 
power consumption (and hence the fuel 
consumption) can >be redi>oed about 
12 1-2 per cent. 

In suggesting the Institution of the 
skip-stop system, we are also suggest- 
ing that it be done by having the cars 
going in one direction stop at, say, 
First street. Third street, Fifth street, 
etc., while those going In the opposite 
direction stop, say, as Second street, 
(Fourth street, Sixth street, etc., so that 
any slight inconvenience which may re- 
sult from the elimination of any par- 
ticular stopping point will be uniformly 
distributed amon« the people living in 
that neighborhood. 

We understood from your letter that 
In your particular case the railway 
company oibtalns its power from the 
■consumption of fuel during the winter 
but that during the remainder of the 
year It employs water power, and that 
the particular question which concerns 
70U at this time Is, whether in view of 
the use of water power, the institution 
of the skip-stop system is necessary as 
a conservation measure. 

It might possibly be that In your -par- 
ticular case, in view of the use of water 



power, that it would not be absolutely 
necessary, to save the power in the way 
suggested. However, at the present 
time, we find that, in addition to a fuel 
shortage, there is in many districts, 
also, a power shortage and that it is 
Just as desirable to save hydro-electric 
power as it is to save power produced 
from fuel. You will readily see that 
this is the case because in almost every 
■community a saving in hydro-electric 
power means that the power so saved 
can be substituted for other power now 
produced from fuel, and thereby fuel 
saved We also believe that the insti- 
tution of the skip-stop system in the 
near future now Is desirable as a pre- 
paration for saving in fuel next wint- 
er when the railway company will, as 
we understand it, use fuel entirely for 
the operation of its cars. 

In view of the above, we believe it Is 
highly desirable for your city to permit 
the railway company to institute tn» 
skip-stop system. We believe that if 
the matter is properly explained to the 
peoa>le, there will be no adverse criti- 
cism, and vre believe that, if the rail- 
way company will take full advantage 
of the possibilities for bettering the 
service which the skip-stop will aPow 
them to do, the people will be glad of 
the change from that stand point alone. 

In making suggestions of this sort 
ill other cases, we have been working 
through the State Fuel Administrators, 
as mentioned above, or the State Con- 
servation Committees, and we are 
therefore sending a copy of this letter 
to Mr. H. T. Peters, who is Chairman 
of the Conservation Committee for the 
State of New York. It may perhaps 
be of assistance to you in this matter 
to receive a letter from Mr. Peters, or 
from the nearest County Fuel Adminis- 
trator, with regard to this same matter, 
and In sending this copy to Mr. Peters 
we are asking him to see that you re- 
ceive such local endorsement. 

In order that you may have a check 
on the economy which Is effected by 
the change, we suggest that you ask 
the railway company to keep careful 
track of Its .power consumption before 
and after the change, so that you may 
have definite advice In regard to the 
saving. We would appreciate It if you 
would advise us of thie saving as soon 
as you receive It, as the knowledge will 
help us in suggesting the plan in other 
places. * T

will still not be too late to be or use, 
I am.

hear any persons who feel themselves 
aggrieved b r reason thereof. They 
shall be in attendance at such place on 
each of such five days from ten o'clock 
In the forenoon to one o'clock in the 
afternoon, and from two o'clock in 
the afternoon to five o'clock in the 
afternoon. The assessors shall hear 
all grievance^ and complaints which 
may then and there be presented to 
them in the manner provided by law. 
During tK9 time the assessors are. re- 
viewing such rolls they may make 
such corrections as may be proper on 
application of any p<)rsoh aggrieved, 
and. upoi:. giving three days' personal 
written n<^tice to a^y person interested 
ant upon giving such person an op- 
portut:lt> to be heard, they na^y add 
to t*^e assessment roll? any real prop- 
erty or the name of the ownsr of any 
personf.l prcperty that may have been 
omitted from the assessment rolls and 
may increase the assessed valuation 
of any real or pe»"sonal property there- 
in. 

Sec. 205. Verlflca'ion of assessment 
rolls. When the assessors, or major- 
ity of them, shall have completed their 
rollfi. th^y shall severally appear be- 
fore any officer of their county auth- 
orized by law to administer oaths and 
«Kall severally make and subscribe 
before such officer an oath in the 
form now required of asessors by the 
tax law, which oath shall be written 
or printed on such rolls, signed by 



the assessors and with the signed Jurat 
of such officer. 

Sec. 206. Filing of rolls and notice 
thereof; assessors to make copies of 
rolls. When the assessors shall have 
completed and verified the assessment 
rolls they shall, on or before the last 
day of the month on the first day of 
which they are by section two hun- 
dred three of this act required to have 
completed the assessment rolls, file 
them In the office of the city comp- 
troller, there to remain until the taxes 
are extended therein and while in such 
office such rolls shall be open for puft>- 
lic inspection. The assessors shall 
forthwith cause a notice to be printed 
In the official newspaper or news- 
papers of the city that such assess- 
ment rolls have been finally complet- 
ed *nd stating that they have been so 
filed and are open to public Inspec- 
tion. 

The assessors shall file copies of 
the assessment rolls with the board of 
supervisors of Schenectady county at 
the same time copies are filed with the 
city comptroller as provided in this 
section. 

Sec. 207. Certification by the board 
of supervisors of the amount of state 
and county tax apportioned to the 
city; equalization. The board of su- 
pervisors of the county of Bchenee- 
tady shall use the assessment rolls 
'filed with them on August thirty-first, 
nineteen hundred and eighteen, July 
thirty-first, nineteen hundred and 
nineteen, June thirtieth, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty. May thirty-first, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-one, 
April thirtieth, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-two, March thirty-first, nine- 
teen hundred and twenty-three, Feb- 
ruary twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-four. January thirty-first, 
ndneiteen hundred and twenty-five, No- 
vem^r thirtieth, nlnsteen hundred and 
twenty-six, October thirty- first, nine- 
teen hundred an<d twenty-seven and 
September thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-etght, for the purpose of 
equalizing the valuations contained in 
the city assessment rolls with those 
of the several towns of the county, and 
for assessing, levying and directing 
the collection of the state and eounty 
taxes apportioned to the city of Sche- 
nectady as is now provided by law. 
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In the year n'ineteen hundred and 
twenty-eisht and in each year there- 
after the board of supervisors of Sche- 
nectady coumty at its annual session 
after receivingr copies of such asses- 
ment rolls, shall equalise the valua- 
tions therein contained with those of 
the several towns of the county as pro- 
vided by law, and shall, by resolution, 
ascertain and direct the amount of tax 
to be levied in the city of Schenec- 
tady for state and county purposes, 
and shall not cause the state and coun- 
ty tax apportioned to such city to be 
considered upon any assessment rolls 
or tax rolls of paropenty within the 
city, nor Issue its warrant for the col- 
lection thereof, but shall, on or be- 
fore December first in each year, de- 
liver or cause to be delivered duipli- 
cate copies of the resolution fixing: 
the amount of state and county tax 
apportioned to such city, to the ci>ty 
olerlc and city comptroller of the city 
of Schenectady, duly certified by the 
chairman and the clerk of the board 
of supervisors. Of the amount so cer- 
tified, one-hulf shall be paid by the 
eity to the county on or before the 
first day of Pefbruaa*y and the re- 
mainder on or before the first day of 
August, next succeeding: the date of 
such certification by a warrant of the 
comptroller of the oity, payable to the 
order of the county treasurer. In 
equalising the vulue of real estate in 
the county of Schenectady the board 
of supervisors shall make no discrim- 
ination between the several wards of 
the ci^ty of Schenectady, but shall con- 
sider the city as a town for the pur- 
pose of equalization. 



Sec. 208. Levy of taxes. Immed- 
iately upon the delivery to the city 
comptroller of the assessment rolls on 
or before Augrust thirty-first, nine- 
teen hundred and eighteen, July thir- 
ty-first, nineteen hundred and nine- 
teen, June thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty, May thirtieth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one, April thir- 
tieth, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
two, March thirty-Wrst, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-three, February 
twenty-ninth, nineteen hundred and 
tweaty-four, January thirty-first, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-five De- 
cenn>er thirty-first, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-five, November thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and twen>ty-9lx and 



thereafter iimmedlately upon the adop- 
tion of the annual ibudgret on or (be- 
fore October thirty-first of each year, 
the said city com(ptroller shall appor- 
tion and extend opposite the several 
valuations of real and personal prop- 
erty appearing: in the assessment rolls, 
<the amount of the last annual estl- 
'mate adopted by the common council, 
«nd provided to be levied by fi:eneral 
^taxation, tofi:ether wiih such other 
sums as may, by existing: laws, includ- 
ing the annual water rents, be determ- 
ined to 'be so apportioned and extended 
upon the said assessment rolls or any 
•part thereof. When such apportion- 
ment and extensions are completed 
such assessment roll shall constitute 
the tax roll and the board of estimate 
^nd opportionment shall, by resolution, 
'confirm the same and levy and assess 
the taxeb extended therein. The clerk 
of such board shall enter in its min- 
utes the date, hour and minute of 
*such confirmation and from the time 
of such confirmation the taxes shall

Af- 
ter the confirmation of the tax roll 
there shall be annexed warrants signed

collect from the several persons named 
in such tax .roll the several sums set 
opposite their respective names; and 
it shall thereupon be delivered by the 
city comptroller to the city treasurer. 

Sec. 209. Adoption of the annual 
<budg:et in the years nineteen hundred 
and twenty-three, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-four, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-five, nineteen hundred and 
twenty-six. nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven and in each year there- 
after. In the year nineteen hundred 
and twenty-three, in addition to the 
annual budg:et adopted on or before 
March thirty-first, as now required 
by law, the board of estimate and ap- 
portionment shall make and submit to 
the common council, on or before No- 
vem1}er first in such year, the itemized 
statement of estimated revenues and 
expenditures for the next succeeding 
year in the manner now provided in 
section seventy-five of the second 
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class cities law, with a statement, in 
wrltiner> of such reasons for such esti- 
mate as it may deem proper. In the 
years nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
five and nineteen hundred and twenty- 
six, the board of estimate and appor- 
tionment shall make and submit Its 
annual buderet for the succeedingr year 
to the common council on or before 
November first in such year; and in 
the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
seven, and each year thereafter such 
annual budget shall be submitted to 
the common council on or before Oc- 
toher first in such year. The com- 
mon council shall, as provided by the 
isecond class cities law, and subject to 
the limitations therein prescribed, 
convene, consider, give a public hear- 
ing upon, revise and adopt, or adopt 
as revised, such estimate so submit- 
ted on or before November thirtieth In 
the years nineteen hundred and twen- 
ty-three, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
four, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
five and nineteen hundred and twen- 
ty-six and on or before October thirty- 
first in the year nineteen hundred and 
twenty-seven and each year thereaf- 
ter.

• the year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
nine and in each year thereafter, the 
city tax and the state and county tax 
shall be included in one levy. The 
comptroller shall, immediately upon 
the delivery to him of the certificate 
required by the last preceding section 
hereof to be delivered to hi<m by the 
common council, add to the anMunt of 
the tax budget the state and county 
tax, together with such other sums, 

, If any, as may, by existing laws, be 
determined to be levied, and shall ap- 
portion and extend opposite the sev- 
eral valuations of real and personal 
property appearing in the assessment 

' rolls the amount thereof. Such total 
sums shall be regarded and known in 
all proceedings as "tax" and shall be- 
come due on the first day of January 
in each year commencing witK the 
year nineteen hundred and twenty- 
nin^- Such tax i^hall l^e payable In 



two installments. The first install- 
ment shall be payable on the first day 
of January in each year, the second 
Installment shall be payable on the 
first day of July following; the rela- 
tive proportions of the installments 
shall be fixed by the board of esti- 
mate and apportionment annually and 
certified to the city comptroller on or 
before Novemtber first preceding the 
collection of the tax; but the January 
Instalment shall not be less than fifty 
per centum or more than sixty per 
centum of the whole tax, exclusive of 
the water and fire tax, the total of 
which shall be payable on the first 
day of January in each year. In col- 
umns provided in the assessmest rolls 
for that purpose the city comptroller 
s*iall apportion the total tax levied 
airainst each separate assessment and 
set down, in separate columns, the 
amount of each installment. Columns 
shall also be provided in such rolls 
In which to enter the date of payment 
of each Installment and for any other 
necessary purpose. When such appor- 
tionment and extensions are completed 
such assessment rolls shall constitute 
the tax roll and the board of estimats 
and apportionment shall, by resolu- 
tion confirm the same and levy and 
assess the taxes extended therein. The 
clerk of such board shall enter in its 
minutes the date, hour and minute of 
such confirmation and from the time of 
such confirmation the taxes, including 
all assessments or re-assessments, 
shall be a lien on real property against 
which the same are levied, superior 
to all other liens and encunvtirancss. 
After the confinmation of the tax roll 
there shall be annexed warrants signed 
by the mayor or by a majority of the 
members of the board of estimate and 
apiportionment under the seal of the 
city, commanding the city treasurer, 
to whoim the same are directed, to 
collect from the several persons named 
In such tax roll the several sums set 
opposite their respective names, and 
it shal\ thereupon be delivered by the 
city comptroller to the city treasurer. 

Sec. 211. Common council may cor- 
rect or r^mit any assessment or tax. 
Upon the verified application, present- 
ed to it at any time within ^xty days 
after the completion of the assessment 
rolls, of a person claiming to be dig' 
grieved, tl\^ pommon tcpuncll, yrlXti t^^ 
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consent of th6 board of estimate and 
apportionment, tnay correct any as- 
sessment believed by it to have been 
•erroneously assessed, and my, in the 
manner now provided by law for the 
exercise of such power by the board 
of supervisors, remit any tax erro- 
neously collected, but it shall have no 
power to alter valuations made by the 
assessors. 

Sec- 212. Time of delivery of tax 
rolls to city treasurer. The tax roll, 
with' the warrants attached, shall be 
delivered to the city treasurer on or 
before Novemfber fifteenth, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen, October fif- 
teenth, nineteen hundred and nineteen, 
Septeonfber fifteenth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty, August fifteenth, nineteen 
hundred and twenty-one, July fif- 
teenth, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
two, June fifteenth, nineteen hundred 
and twenty-three. May fifteenth, nine- 
teen hundred and twenty-four, April 
fifteenth, nineteen hundred and twen- 
ty-five, March fifteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty-six, Fefbruary fif- 
teenth, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
seven, January fifteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and twenty- eight, December fif- 
teenth, nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eight and in eafh year thereafter on or

Sec. 213. Collection of taxes. Upon 
. receiving the tax roll the city treasur- 
er shall forthwith give noUce by pub- 
lishing in the official newspaper of 
newspapers, twice each week for five 
weeks and by sudh other method of 
piA>llcations, If any, as the common 
council may, with the approval of the 
board of estimate and apportionment 
direct, that the same have been left 
with him for collection; that he will 
collect and receive such taxes, or in 
nineteen hundred and twenty-nine and 
In eaisli year thereafter, the first in- 
stalment of eu«h taxes, on the first 
day of the mon-th (naming the month) 
next succeeding the delivery of the 
, tax roll to him, except that, if the first 
. -day of the month falls on Sunday or 
a public holiday, then on the second 
day of the month; that for thirty days 
. thereafter the taxes, or, commencing 
with the year nineteen hundred and 
twenty- nine, the first installments. 



may be paid t^ such treasurer without 
an additional charge; ths^t for the 
month succeeding, three-quarters of 
one per centum as a penalty shall bo 
collected; that for each month or frac- 
tion thereof such tax remains unpaid 
after such second month three-quar- 
ters of one per centum additional shall 
be exacted and collected by the treas- 
urer with such tax. In the year nine- 
teen hundred and twenty-nine the 
treasurer shall publish in the same 
manner a similar notice of the time 
of payment and the penalties attached 
to the second installment of tax, which 
penalties shall be the same as upon 
the first installment. The treasurer 
shall >procure and file in his office 
proper proof of the publication of 
such notice or notices. Such publica- 
tion or publications shall be deiamed 
a demand upon each and every person 
named in such rolls for the payment 
of his. her or its taxes And shall be 
deemed to be a compliance with those 
provisions of the general lanvs which 
require every collector to call at least 
once on the person taxed and demknd 
payment of the taxes charged to him 
on his property. It shall be the duty 
of the city treasurer to collect and 
receive the amount of any tax or in- 
stallment thereof levied In such tax 
roll In accordance with the notice or 
notices published as aforesaid when 
tendered to him at his office. All pen- 
alties collected pursuant to the pro- 
visions of this section shall ibelong .to 
the city of Schenectady. The treasur- 
er may receive the second installment 
of any tax tendered to him in advance 
of the date when it becomes due and 
payaible. 

Sec. 214. Notice to delinquents. If 
any tax shall remain unpaid after 
the expiration of sixty days, the city 
treasurer shall give notice to the per- 
son, corporation or association against 
whom such tax is charged. Such no- 
tice shall be eltber written or printed, 
and shall be given to every person 
resident within the city against whom 
such tax is charged, specifying the 
amount and percentage of the tax, re- 
quiring the same to be paid to the city 
treasurer at his office within fifteen 
days from the service thereof. Such 
notice may be served personally or by 
leaving the same at the residence or 
place of business of the person, cor- 
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paration or association, and for a per- 
flon, i>ot a resident of the city, a notice 
to him or to his registered agent, de- 
posited In the poetoffice of the city of 
Schenectady, properly inclosed and di- 
rected to him at his place of residence, 
with the postage prepaid thereon, ehall 
be sufficient. Such notice, so served, 
shall be deemed a full compliance with 
the statute requiring a collector of 
taxes to call at least once on the per- 
son taxed, or at his usual place of 
residence, and demand a payment of 
the taxes charged against him. Noth- 
ing In this section ehall be deemed to 
require such notice to be given to un- 
known owners or non-residents o? the 
cHy, whose residence or reputed place 
of residence is not known, and who 
have no registered agent residing In 
said city. 

Sec. 215. Collection by distress and 
sale. Upon the expiration of the said 
fifteen days, the city treasurer may 
issue his warrant under his hand and 
the seal of the cKy, and directed to 
an elector of said city, who, when 
thus appointed, shall be a collector of 
taxes of said city, or to as many of 
them as he may deem neoe&sary, com- 
manding eaid officer or offlcera to 
collect said unipaid taxes and the i>en- 
altles provided in section two hundred 
and thirteen of this act, besides the 
"^ fees of such officer, by distress and 
sale of the goods and chattels of the 
person upon whose real and personal 
property the tax is assessed, or of any 
goods or chattels in hie or her pos- 
session wheresoever the same may be 
found within the city or county of 
Schenectady, and to pay the same to 
the city treasurer, except his fees, and 
return such warrant within thirty days 
after the receipt thereof; ana no claim 
of property made by any other per- 
son to such goods and chattels so 
found in the possession of such per- 
son shall be availalble to prevent such 
sale except as provided by law. Such 
collector shall levy such tax, and give 
puiblic notice of the time and place of 
the sale of the property levied upon 
by him at least five days previous to 
the sale, by posting the same in at 
leaot three public places In such city. 
Such sale shall be by public auction. 
In addition to the amount of the tax 
and the penalties provided In the pre- 
ceding sections to be collected and 
paid to the city, there shall be levied 



and collected under such warrant fWs 
per centum of such amount, with dis- 
bursements, which shall bs desmed to 
be a part of the cost of levy aad sale, 
and which such colleotor naaklng the 
sale shall retain as full compensation 
for his services. Where several sums 
are assessed to the same person on 
the same tax list, such aums shall bo 
deemed to be one tax for the purpose 
of determining the amount of the col- 
lector's fees. In addition to tho fees 
and penalties above provided such ool- 
lector shall have the right to demand 
and receive of the delinquent tax- 
payer five per centum U3>on each dol- 
lar of delinquent tax collected by him 
without levy and sale, which araouBt 
shall be in full for his services in mak- 
ing such collection. Every such eol- 
leotor shall have the right to demand 
and receive of the delinquent tax- 
payer five per centum upon each dol- 
lar of delinquent tax collected by kira 
without levy and sale, which ansottiit 
shall be In full fur his services In 
making such collection. Every such 
collector shall hold his avpolntmont 
during the pleasure of the city treas- 
ures' and may be removed or suspeodod 
by him at any time. 

Sec. 21. Official bond of collector. 
No warrant shall be delivered to any 
collector until he shall have executed 
and deposited with the city treasurer 
a bond to the city of Schenectady, with 
two or more sureties, ap4>roved hy the 
treasurer and the corporation cofmael* 
and acknowledged in the manner ro« 
quired for recording conveyances of 
real estate, and conditioned for tks 
faithful performance of his dutiss as 
a collector of the taxes specified In 
such warrant, and for the faHhful 
accounting and paying over to tke 
treasurer of all moneys that he may 
collect or receive under such warraat. 

Sec. 211. Return by colleotor of un- 
paid taxes. Immediately upon the ex- 
piration of the thirty days named In 
the warrant, the collector shall re- 
turn and deliver to the cKy treasurer 
his warrant and list of taxes, indicat- 
ing thereon which have been collected 
and which remain unpaid, verified by 
tiis affidavit that the sums mentioned 
therein as unpaid remain unpaid and 
that he has not, upon diligent Inquiry, 
been albU tQ (^llaQOver anf personfU 
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propertjr out of which the same could 
%e eolleeted by levy and sale. 

Sec 3n8. Failure of coUector to re- 
turn warrant. If a collector sball fail 
to return the warrant iaaued to him as 
herein required, or fail to pay over to 
the treasurer all moneys collected or 
received by him or to render a full and 
true acoountingr thereof, the supreme 
court, or any Justice thereof, on the 
application of the treasurer or the 
corporation eouneel, shall, on proof 
by affidavit or otherwise, summarily 
entorce «uch return, payment or ac- 
coumting t>y attachment proceedlngrs 
thereon in the same manner as if such 
collector were a sheriff or officer of 
that court If any collector appointed 
under this act neglect or r^use to pay 
over any auch money collected by him 
be shall be deemed erullty of a mis- 
demeanor. 

<Sec. 219. Disposition of surplus 
funds. If the property distrained by 
the coUector shall be sold for more 
than the amount of the tax and per- 
centaere (plus his fees and the cost of 
such distress and sale, the surplus 
•hall be returned to the penson lit 
whose possession such property was 
when distress was made. If there be 
no claim to such surplus by any per- 
son. If any such person claim« such 
surplus on the giround that the prop- 
erty sold belonged to him and such 
claim be admitted by the person for 
whose tax the same was distrained, 
the surplus shall be paid to such own- 
er; but if any such claim be contested 
by the person for whofle tax the prop- 
erty was distrained the surplus money 
shall be paid by the collector into the 
city treasury and there held until the 
rights of the parties shall be determ- 
ined by duo course of law. 

Sec. 220. Corporation counsel to col- 
lect personal taxes. Upon the return 
to him by the collector of a list of un- 
paid taxes BM aforesaid, fhe city treas- 
urer flhall examine the same, and if he 
finds that the tax or taxes levied on 
the personal property valuation or 
valuations remains or remain unpaid, 
H shall be his duty forthwith to send 
or cause to be sent to the oorporatlon 
counsel a list of personal property 
taxes or installments thereof, embrac- 
ed in the tax roll remaining unpaid 
and the corporation eounsel snail 
ihereupon aipply to the city court of 



Schenectady, or to the county court 
of Schenectady, or to the supreme 
court, by petition on at least ten days' 
notice, to enforce the payment of such 
tax. Such notice and a copy of the' 
petiition shall be served upon the per- 
son or uipon any officer of the corpor- 
ation against whom such application 
nuiy be made, and the court shall pro- 
ceed to hear and determine the same 
in a summary manner and without un- 
necessary delay; and if it shall appear 
that such application ought to be 
granted, judgment shall be rendered 
In favor of the city for the amount of 
such tax, with interest and penalty 
as herein provided for the payment of 
delinquent taxes, with the costs and 
expenses of the proceedings, not ex- 
ceeding fifty dollars, to be fixed by 
the court; and transcripts thereof may 
be filed and executions therein issued 
and supplementary proceedings there- 
on had in the same manner as pro« 
vided by the code of civil procedure 
and the rules and practice of the 
courts in other judgments. AH suits 
or proceedings for the collection of 
personal taxes sent to the corporation 
counsel 'by the city treasurer must be 
com-menced within one year from the 
date of the first pUblicatlin of the 
notice provided for In section two hun- 
dred and thirteen of this title. 

• Sec 221. Returned unpaid taxes 
(paid to treasurer. Taxes, or install- 
ments thereof, remaining unpaid at 
the time of the collector's return may 
be paid to the city treasurer at any 
time before the tax sale is held. The 
treasurer shall collect and receive upon 
tany tax so paid all the fees and penal- 
ties heretofore provided for and all 
such fees so collected shall belong to 
the city of Schenectady. If paid after 
the property against which the tax Is 
levied has been advertised as provided 
In the next section, the treasurer shall 
also col!ect in addition to the sums 
aforesaid all exipenses Incident to such 
advertisement properly chargeaJble 
against the parcel or parcels so adver- 
tised upon which the tax is paid. 

Sec. 222. When lands to be sold for 
unpaid taxes. Whenever any tax 
levied and assessed upon any real es- 
tate pursuant to the provisions of this 
title in the years nineteen hundred and 
eighteen, nineteen hundred and nine- 
teen, nineteen hundred and twenty, 
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nineteen hundred and twenty-one, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-two, 
nlneteep hundred and twenty-three, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-four, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
nineiteen hundred and twenrty-eix, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-seven 
and nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eigrht ehall remain unpaid for seven 
jnonths next after the same beoajne 
due and payalble, or, in nineteen hun- 
. dred and twenty-nine and any year 
thereafter, on Novem'ber first next 
after the date when the second in- 
stallment became due, the city treas- 
urer shall advertise and sell such real 
estaite as herein provided for the pay- 
ment of such tax, feee and expenses 
of <Buch sale. He may include In such 
advertisement and sale any unpaid 
assessmenta or reassessments with per- 
centages added thereto which, under 
existiner laws, may be provided to be 
BO included.

Sec. 223. Descriptions furnished by

Sec. 224. Advertisement and sale. In 
the years nineteen hundred and nine- 
teen, nineteen hundred and tweaty, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-one, 
nineteen hundred ard twenty-two, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-three, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-four, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-five, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-six, 
nineteen hundred and twenty-seven 
and nineteen hundred and twenty- 
eight at the expiration of the seven 
months' period mentioned in section 
two hundred and twenty-two of this 
act and In the year nineteen hundred 
and twenty-nine and each year th*ere- 
aftef, on November first of each year, 
the city treasurer shall cause to be 
pu'bllshed once in each week for three 
successive weeks in the official news- 
paper or newspapers of the city, a list 
or statement of the real estate so lia-

The com- 
mon council may provide that the of- 
fice of the board of assessors shall be 
the repository of such maps, records, 
documents, surveys and other matters 
as may facilitate the full and accurate 
description of the real estate in the 
city of Schenectady, and direct the 
manner of keeping them; and shall 
provide that the same shall be so kept 
as to show the nam^s of the owners 
and claimants to each piece and parcel 
of land, so far as the same oan be 
ascertained. 

Sec. 226-f. Assessment of omitted 
real estate reassessment. If any tax- 
able real estate has been omitted tn 
any of the general tax rolls for any 
of the three preceding years, the board 
of assessors may Insert, or cause to 
be inserted In the roll N>r the current 
year, In addition to its share of the 
tax for such year, the proportion of 
the tax it should have borne in* such 
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preceding years, or either thereof, ooat* 
Inff such additional taxes separately, - 
and such additions shall be collected 
as part of the tax for the current year; 
and in case any taxes levied on any 
real estate in said city shall remain 
unpaid or uncollected for any year, 
said assessors are hereby empowered 
to reassess such real estate, and the 
same shall be collected as part of the 
tax for the current year and in the 
aamo manner.

The owners of unoccupied 
lots or premises In the city may cause 
a true description of the same to be 
registered in a book keipt by the asses- 
sors for that purpose, with the namp 
of the owner, if a residentt of the city, 
and if not, with the name of any resi- 
dent of 'the city as an agent for said 
property; and in the assessment of 
real estate for local or general taxa- 
tion, all papers or notices required to 
be served on the owners or resident 
occupants of lots, shall be served on 
such owner or agent, with the same 
effect as if such lots were occupied. 

Sec. 226-h. Lighting and fire dis- 
tricts. The common council may de- 
termine what paz^s of the city shall 
be subject to assessment and taxation 
for the purpose of raising monfey to 
pay the expenses of the lighting de- 
partment and of the fire department 
which shall be designated as the light- 
ing and fire district. The common 
council may alter the bounds of the 
same from time to time, as it shall 
deem proper. Such district shall not 
include any territory situated more 
than one thousand feet from some 
pufblic lamp post, electric light or fire 
hydrant. 

Sec. 2. All acts or parts of acts In- 
consistent with the provisions of this

Sec. 8. ThU aot shall take effect im- 
mediately.

City Jail — Schenectady, 
Scheneotady County. 

Inspected April 80. 1918. Charles A. 
Simon, Mayor; John K. Alexander, 
commissioner of public safety; J. W. 
Rynex. chief of police, assisted by one 
chief detective and four assistants, 
four plain clothes men, seventy-nine 
patrolmen, one matron, and two chauf- 
feurs. 

This Jail was recently remodeled and 
greatly Improved over its former con- 
dition, but Is etili far from what a big 
city like Schenectady needs for a city 
jail. It has been described in former 
reports and remains in practically the 
same condition. 

The numt>er of arrests during tho 
year preceding Novem'ber 30, 1917, was 
8,420 adults and &14 Juveniles. Of the 
former, 811 were women. About 70 
per cent, of the adulte arrested are 
locked up for some time in the Jail and 
a/bout 40 per cent, are held over night. 
The Juveniles are not detained in the 
jail. The police Judge keeps the blot- 
ter of the juvenile arrests and they are 
simply held until their parents can be 
notified and arrangement made to take 
them before the children's department 
of the police court. 

The city did not maintain a lodging 
house during the past winter, for the 
reason stated, that the number of per- 
sons seeking lodging was so much less 
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than uflual it was hardly worth while 
to keep a separate place. The result, 
however, was that many lodgers were 
detained in the police station, there 
heins from two to ten nightly. They 
had to sleep on the concrete floor and 
were not permitted in the cells and 
were not given food. 

The Jail was clean except the toilets 
which showed neglect 

Recommenda^tions. • 

1. The Janitor should be required to 
take better care of the toilets. At the 
time the jail was remodeled all the 
cells and departments were furnished 
with new vitreous one-fpiece toilets 
and with proper attention they could 
easily be keipt free from stain and 
rust; if neglected when new it is al- 
most impossible to restore them to a 
proper condition. 

2. The sections of the city hall oc- 
cupied by the Jail should be enclosed 
with a substantial iron picket fence 
set b»ck at least ten or fifteen feet 
from the building so as to prevent the 
public from having access to the Jail 
windows. These windows are all barred 
and most of them are screened, but the 
screens have openings of at least an 
Inch in diameter, so that friends on the 
outside can easily pass dangerous 
weapons to the prisoners and also liq- 
uid refreshmentts. This presents not 
only an undesira'ble, but dangerous 
condition. This building was formerly 
enclosed by a fence and this recom- 
mendation is a repetition of one made 
by the president of the Commission 
last year and also in my last report. 

This city needs a new Jail, but in 
these war times it can hardly be ex- 
pected the city will undertake the con- 
struction of a new city hall. At the 
time the new county Jail was com- 
pleted I recommended that the old Jail 
t>d taken over by the city as a police 
station and city Jail, which would have 
"been a very much more satisfactory 
arrangement than the continued use of 
the present one, and I still think this 
matter should receive the serious con- 
aideration of the city authorities.

Gentlemen:— 

Under date of June 25, 1917, the 
Schenectady Railway Company filed 
with the Public Service Commission, 
Second District, a Petition praying for 
permission to increase its rate of fare 
in the City of Schenectady from five 
centfl to six cents per passenger. A 
number of similar requests were filed 
by other railways and before the Pub- 
lic Service Commission had reached 
the consideration of the petition of the 
Schenectady Railway Company, a de- 
cision of the Court of Appeals was 
handed down in the case arising from 
a similar petition in the City of 
Rochester, in which It was held In ef- 
fect that the Pufblic Service Comnmis- 
o|on was without authority to grant 
the right to increase a rate of fare 
estalblished by contract between a 
municipality and a railway company. 

There are in the City of Schenectady 



certain tracks which were laid and 
are now operated under franchisea 
granted by your Honorable Body, con- 
taining the following Clause: 

••The rate of fare shall not ex- 
ceed Ave cents for each passenger 
for one continuous ride over the 
whole or any part of eaid road." 

This paragraph has been understood 
to constitute a contract between the 
City and the Railway Company, under 
the terms of which the Company ts 
prohibited from charging a greater 
fare than five cents over the road in 
question, and the Public Service Com- 
mission is therefore without Jurisdic- 
tion in these cases. 

The conditions under which the 
Schenectady Railway Oomcpany oper- 
ated up to the tl'me when the United 
States entered the war, and shortly 
prior thereto, were such that It was 
possible for the Company to pay pre- 
vailing rate of wages, and earn a suffl« 
cient revenue to meet Its operating ex- 
penses, taxes and bond interest, and to 
pay to its stockholders a dividend, 
which however averaged over a term 
of years less than the legal rate of 
interest. Since April, 1W7, the expens- 
es incident to the operation of the 
railway have largely increased, in spita 
of the fact that no increase has been 
made in the rate of wages paid to em- 
ployees of the company, and many 
necessary expenditures for malnitenano* 
and operation were deferred because 
of lack of funds to command the nec- 
essary labor and material. 

The company has for a number of 
years had a contract with the Division 
No. 576, of the Amalgamated Associa- 
tion of Street and Electric Railway 
Employees of America, of which prac- 
tically all of its wage earninsT employ- 
ees are members. The present con- 
tract was entered into as of May 1, 
1916. and Axes the rate of wage for 
three years from that date. The mat* 
ter of wage scale was taken up with 
us by a committee of employees more 
than a year ago, but drastic action on 
their part was deferred out of respect 
for the contract into which they had 
entered and because It was believed at 
that time that the Public Service Com- 
mission would be able to grant us the 
right to earn additional revenues to be 
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applied to Increased payrolls and other 
expenses of operation. 

Recently, a committee of our em- 
ployees has renewed their reprecenta- 
tlons, with even greater force, owing 
ta the further increase of living: ex- 
penses since the time of our origrinal 
discussion on this matter. We have 
been Informed by this committee that 
the employees feel themselves to be 
absolutely unable to continue at their 
present rate of earnings and they have 
notified us of their intention to dis- 
continue work on June the 1st next, 
unless a reasona'ble Increase in wages 

is made. The company fully recog- 
nizes the Justice of these representa- 
tions and is desirous of materially in- 
creasing its wage scale, but finds itself 
wholly unable to do so unless its oper- 
ating revenues can be increased suffi- 
ciently to meet its Increased expendi- 
tures. 

Since September, 1»17, the Schenec- 
tady Railway Company has paid no 
dividends to its stockholders and its 
necessary expenditures for operation, 
taxes and Interest on indebtedness 
have been so large that on May 1, 
1918, there has been accumulated only 
|20,a6'8.39 cash in bank. On the same 
date there were outstanding accounts 
payable of |112.534.57, accident liabili- 
ty estimated at over |50.000.00, and 
notea payable of 1130,000.00. 

' I'he company has invested in its 
property $7,375,830.87 and has out- 
standing bonds to the amount of |2,- 
676,000.00, bearing Interest at the rate 
of 5 per cent, per annum, and common 
stocks to the amount of |4,100,000.00, a 
total of 16,776,000.00 securities out- 
standing. Upon these securities there 
were paid in the calendar year 1917 
1133,800.00. interest on bonds, and 
1153,750.00 divrdendfl on stock. 

• In the light of these facts and fig- 
ures we feel that it will be conceded 
that It is a financial impossibility for 
this company to add to its rate of ex- 
penditures without a corresponding in- 
crease In revenues. 

Should you desire to examine these 
facts, we have outlined, our books and 
records /Are open at any time for In- 
spection or examination, and we will 
be glad to afford every facility and 



assistance to whom you may desig- 
nate. 

We therefore petition your honor- 
able body to waive or amend the five- 
cent fare clause in our old franchises 
so as to permit us to present to the 
Public Service Commission all facts 
and circumstances which In our Judg- 
ment warrant an advance In rate of 
fare in Schenectady to six cents per 
passenger. In order that we may meet 
our current obligations as a corpora- 
tion and increase the rate of pay to 
our men in proportion to the resultant 
Increase in revenues.

Roads and Bridges, respectfully report 
that we have examined the petition of 
Arthur W. Jones and others asking for 
a report in regard to repaying IJenox 
Road and Avon Road, and would re- 
port as follows: 

These roads were paved with water- 
bound macadam pavement some fifteen 
years ago and the work was paid for 
by the Schenectady Realty Company 
before any land was soJd-. Since that 
time the City of Schenectady hae ad- 
vised against laying any more water- 
bound macadam, as It Is found that it 
win not sustain the severe traffic it 
has to endure. In repavlng these 
streets, the macadam will have to be 
removed, since by putting a pavement 
on the top of the same It would bring 
the grade of the pavement too high. 

We would recommend that a con- 
crete pavement be laid six (6") inches 
In thickness, taking out the present 
macadam and putting the same to 
about the grade of the present maca- 
dam. We received bids for this type 
of pavement on the 5th Inst., and the 
price bid was $2.85 per square yard, 
which would probably be somewhere 
near the price we could get bids upon 
these streets. Adding to this would be 
advertising, legal expenses and engin- 
eering expenses, which would probably 
amount to 25 cents per yard, bring the 
pavement up to about |S.10 per jrard. 
This would give a good suitable pave- 
ment which would wear for years with 
the traffic It would receive, and' we 
would recommend the same. 

As to the division of expense, we 
would recommend that since the orig- 
inal property owners paid for the orig- 
inal macadam pavement, profbably 
about 75 cents per square yard, we 
would consider that the property own- 
ers now should pay about one -half of 
the expei.se of the pavement and the 
City the other half.

Ald'crman DeFriest presented the fol- 
lo^infi:: 

To the President and Common Council 
of the City of Schenectady: 

Tour Special Committee composed of 
Aldermen Carter T. DeFrie«t, D. D. 
ConnelH and Charles O. Glover, appoint- 
ed to negotiate with the State of New 
York regarding the abandoned Brie 
Canal Ijand, report as follows: 

We have from time to time met with 
the State Officials, particularly the 
State Engineer in reg-afffl to the aban- 
doned Erie Canal Land for the purpose 
of carrying out th-e expressed intention 
of the City of Schenectady to pur- 
ohase said land between Nott Street 
and Washing»ton Avenue. The City of 
Schenectady had signified its intention 
of purchasing said lands between said 
two streets by proper procedure of the 
Common Council, and the State of New 
YorOc had by law given to the City the 
privilege of purchasing at the ap- 
praised va*lue all of said lands wlthdn 
its limits. It was provided that the 
State appraisers ^ould fix the value 
upon the same and when so fixed-, it 
shouM be the least price at which the 
State might dispone of the same. So 
that our negotlationfl were for the pur- 
pose of having such price agreed upon 
and placed at a figure that would be to 
the best advantage of the City and the 
taxpayers before the final fixing of the 
price. 

For a considerable period of time, 
assisted by the Mayor, Corporation 
Counsel, City En»gineer and other offi- 
cials of the City, we discussed the 
matter with the State Offlclals and 



finally reached the lowest figure that 
the State would or could* concede to ut 
as a purchase price, :¥hereupon the Com- 
missioners of the Land Office met oa 
the 2Sth day of March. 1918, and adopt- 
ed a resolution, pursuant to the pro- 
visions of Chapter 299 of the Laws of 
me, to the eff*iot that the City of 
Scheneotadv might purchase the said 
lands lyir.^ between WaeAiington Ave- 
nue and Nott Street for the sum of 
J24'8,791.00. This resolution provided 
that such privilege should be exer- 
cised within four months after the 
adoption of said resolution. The dtf- 
ferant parcels of land which may be 
so purchased* from the State tinder 
such resolution are more particularly 
set forth therein and are more fully 
described upon 9 map of said lands 
filed In the Office of the Clerk of the 
County of Schenectady. 

We believe that the purchase of 
these lands is necessary in order that 
the City may have an opportunity . to 
open and create a cross town street ait 
a point so advantageously located. We 
believe that the present Board could 
not excuse itself If it failed to do all 
in its power to seize the present op- 
portunity to acquire sudh lands on be- 
half of the City. If not taken by the 
City said lands will have to be eold 
under the provisions of law and such a 
street as this promises to be, will be 
lost to the City, except for possible 
future expensive acquisdtion. 

In nego-tiatlng for the acquisition of 
these lands your Committee also found 
that the City's principal »ewer was in 
part located upon the land of the State 
of New York under a permit issued by 
the State. That permit, however, like 
all others granted by the State, had 
been revoked and the lands throtigh 
which this sewer had been at a largs 
expense placed by the City, were sub- 
ject to sale. Th4s was so also of cer- 
tadn streets which had been paved by 
the City of Schenectady, parts of 
which streets were upon the State 
lands, all beln,^ outside and beyond 
Nott Street, which was the northeast- 
erly terminus of the lands wbloh the 
Common Council had during the for- 
mer administration signified Its inten- 
tion to acquire. 

Your Conunlttee thereupon, with the 
help of other City offlctals, oSytalned 
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the consent of the offlcialfl of the State 
of New York, that the saae by th« Sta^te 
of the lands other than those which 
the Olty hud signifled Its intention of 
acquiring:, should be sola subject to an 
easement on th-e part of the City of 
Schenectady for the oontlnued use of 
Bu<:h server and streetfl. 

The City of 9cheneota<!y, as you will 
observe, ha^ aibou«t two months in 
wh4ch to oomiplete and carry out this 
purchase, if it so desires, and to alao 
provide the moneys necessary therefor. 

The origrinal tentative State valua- 
tion of the lands whVch the City may 
require, as above stated, was |48S,- 
176.66. 

Th-e State Officials seem desirous of 
having the municipality acquire these 
lands and in all the dealiingrs had With 
your Committee and those helplnfir, we 
were given every consideration and " 
courtesy, and concessions made bls far 
aa could be reasonably and Justly, as 
we believe. 

In the course of the negotiation« it 
d-eveloped also that part of these lands 
to be acquired by the City were neces- 
sary for the maintenance of the pres- 
ent structures of the New York Cen- 
tral Railroad Company near Union 
Street, and a/lso fOr some possible fu- 
ture develcpments of said company's 
property. This necessary land and the 
easements connected therewith would 
not. by being retained by or trans- 
ferred to the New York Central Com- 
pany, interfere to any exften«t with the 
use« to which the City might put these 
lands. It was the intention otf those 
who were representing the Olty to turn 
back to the Now York Central Rail- 
road Company these lands and ease- 
menrte to be acquired and which were 
needed* by it, at the siame price at 
which the same were assessed against 
the City in this proposed purchase. 
But the New York Central Railroad 
Company has bpought proceedinffs in 
condemnation for the acquisition of 
these lands, perhaps without full 
knowledge of the intention of the City 
to not interfere with that railroad. 



cbase will acquire suoh rights as the 
State now has against en-croachers on 
the blue line, ao called, and upon the 
canal land.*;. We might have acquired- 
the canal lands or part of them as was 
necessary for our purpose without the 
difficulties arising from the acquisi- 
tion of rigOits of action, had It not been 
for the desire of the State to part, 
wh-en it did, with all its title and the 
advan/tage to the Citizens of Schenec- 
tady who ewsroach upon these lands 
of dealing with the City and not with 
the State in regard to such enoroacn- 
ments. 

The tentative valuation of the lands 
owned by the State and which have 
been encroached upon within the limits 
of our proposed- purchase is between 
fifty and sixty thousand dollars and if 
this be realized by th« City from those 
so encroaching, it will to that extent 
reduce our purchase price. The partic- 
ular lands upon which this tentative 
valuait)ion had been placed are not nec- 
cess-a^ry in the present plan of street 
development. All of the lands upon 
W'hdch this tentative valuation amount- 
ing to about sixty thousand dollars, 
has be<in placed by the State are not 
necessarily, nor in fact, encroached 
upon, but are not within the n-eed or 
neees.sltles of the proposed street im- 
provement. 

Por many years the City of Schenec- 
tady has been in need of a wide cross 
town street. The widening of any of 
the present cross town atreets of the 
Olty would have been an expensive 
burden to the tax-paye*rs. The oppor- 
tunity hs^re is ready to hand and we 
recommend that these abandoned canal 
lands be acquired for the purpose of a 
street and that the necessary steps be 
taken for such purpose. The condem- 
nation proceeding's above referred to 
need not interfere in any way with th« 
development *of this proposition.

upon him at any time for any infor- 
mation that he is able to give, and he 
will be only too glad to assist us and 
will make another visit here later on 
to see the results of our changes.

As from Analysis H we And there 
are 42.3 lbs. of Grease in the Tankage 
and from Analyses I and J there is 
shown to be but 3.1 lbs. of Grease lost 
in the Tankage and Tailings and as 
our Information E shows a recovery 
of 40.3 lbs. of Grease, we are forced to 
conclude that but 1.1 lbs. of Grease are 
skimmed from the Separator TanR. 
Analysis K shows that 37.4 lbs. of 
Grease is lost in the Stick Liquor going 
to the sewer. 

The ajbove Analyses also sho-w that 
but 248 lbs. of Solids are recovered 
while 2-52 lbs. are lost in the Stick 
Liquor going to the sewer. 
These Analyses show the following 
chemical values:

FINDINGS AND SUGGESTIONS. 

Ordinarily, the loss of Solids should 
not exceed 10% of the Total Solids &a 
Tailings, and 5% of the Stick Liquor as 
Solids going to the sewer. 

The excessive loss of Solids in the 
present operation of this plant« I be»- 
lieve, is caused by the use of excessive- 
ly high pressure In the Cooking, it 
being about 90 lbs. per square Inch at 
present, and should not be over 70 lbs. 
per square inch. 

This high pressure causes the ma- 
terial to be reduced to a watery condi- 
tion which results In a large amount 
of Solids passing through the perfora- 
tions at the bottom of the Digester In 
the pressing out operation, and has the 
further effect of producing an Inferior 
quality of Grease. 

The pressure can be controlled by 
the use of a reducing valve in the 
main steam line leading to the Diges- 
ter. 

The cooking operation should be 
given careful conslderaitlon and the 
result should be under-cooking rather 
than over-cooking. 

The amount of Tailings Is excessive 
and the larger part should be reclaimed 
as Fertiliser leaving only the metal, 
such as bottle tops and the like, as 
Tailings. 

This should be possible of accom- 
plishment through the re-lnstallatlon 
of the Screens, Crusher and MagneCio 
Belt as originally designed. 

I am of the opinion that by oarerur 
operation of the Percolator the total 
amount of Fertiliser may be reclaimed, 
Ritnuugli It is true that if the mait^rial 
coming from the Percolator contains 
too great an amount of moisture it will 
be impossible to properly screen It 
and there will be a resultant loss. 
However the remedy for this would be 
the installation of one or two Steam 
Dryers, which would Involve an ex- 
penditure of rom $2,000.00 to |4,000.00. 
I would suggest that an attempt me 
made through attention to this pentt of 
the operation to obtain better reaulta^ 
without going to the expense of mak- 
ing Dryer installation, and that »uoh 
installation be made only if improve- 
ment is not secured from other nieth- 
ods suggested herein. 
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The loss of Grease in the Tankage 
and Tailings is not excessive, and it 
would appear that the principal loss or 
this element Is in the Separator Tank. 
In this connection, recommendation i» 
made for the reversal of the flow of 
the liquid and the extension of the un- 
dertow pockets of the Tanks to within 
6 Inches of the bottom of the vertical 
sides; also that the Recelvinff Tanic be 
placed on top of the Separator Tank in 
order to steady the inflow. The wagron 
box now on the floor would serve for 
this purpose. The flow will then be 
throoigrh pipes from the blow-off Tank 
to the ReceivinfiT Tank and thence by 
firravity to the Separator Tank. 

This method is recommended in or- 
der that existinif equipment may be 
used, and« if care is exer'Cised in tne 
operation, it should greatly improve 
the Grease recovery. 

If it should prove that the operation 
which is sufiTSrested is cumbersome, or 
otherwise unsatisfactory, it may be 
deemed advisable to adoprt a method 
which has recently been developed and 
proved efficient. This is what is known 
as the **Pressure and Release" system, 
but for this method an additional 
Pressure Tank would be required, 
which Tank should be about 54" in 
diameter and 14' long:, together with 
the complementary pipe and flttings. 

The solvent loss In Percolation, a& 
shown in Information L. is excessive 
as It should not be more than 4 sral- 
lons for each ton of material treated, 
which would give for the amount hem 
discussed but 0.5 gallons instead of 
1.93 gallons as at present. 

The only remedy for this fault jb 
greater skill in operation. 

The coal consumption, as glvin In »n. 
formation B, is high, and under proper 
"operating bonditions it should be 
brought down to 550 pounds. Instead of 
€75 pounds as at present 

As tending to remedy this, I would 
advise the use of but one of the Boilers 
so far as possible, instead of the use 
of the two as at present. 

By making the changes herein sug- 
gested, and with full correction of 
operating defects as herein noted, I 
oelieve the improved results as Indi- 
cated below should be possible.

Of course the financial result as 
fhown is not exact as It should Include 
the item« of: Sinking Fund, Interest. 
Electric Power, Renewals, Supplies, 
Office Expense and Sundries. These 
items would modify both results of 
method, but the comparative result 
would be about as shown. 

It must be remembered that the in- 
crease of tonnage treated at the plant 
will cause a consequent decrease in the 
cost per ton proportionately . 

My final conclusions, drawn from 
this investigation, are that the plant, 
>with the few exceptions noted herein, is 
In good shape for efficient operation 
and may be so operated, if my recom- 
mendations are followed. It may be 
that your operation Superintendent 
will find some difficulty in following 
and carrying out these recommenda- 
tions and may need the advice and as- 
sistance of one more expert In vuoli 
matters in order that he may gain ex- 
perience. I am of the opinion that the 
employment of such an expert for a 
short time would be of material as- 
sistance to him and of value to the 
City.

I herewith submit quarterly report 
for the Bureau of Weights and Meas- 
ures of the City of Schenectady ending 
June 30^ 1918, as follows: — 

Inspected, tested and sealed as per 
requirements of State Bureau, 87 com- 
puting, 111 counter, 116 spring balance, 
iM suspension, 4 meat track, 1 personal 
weighing, 1 ho:?per, 34 platform and 
15 wagon scales; 381 avoirdupois 
weights; 352 dry, 43 liquid, 91 counter 
and 5 linear yard stick measures; 11 
automatic gasoline measuring pumps; 
re-weighed 96 packages. 

Condemned for repair, adjustment, or 
for not meeting requirements of State 
specifications, 3 counter, 17 computing, 
and 3 spring balance scales; 13 dry 
measures; 3 automatic gasoline meas- 
uring pumps; also 4 suspension scales 
used in Ice business. Condemned and 
seized 22 dry measures and 2 liquid 
measures; one suspension and one 
counter even arm balance scale; one 
cloth and one yard stick linear meas- 
ure; 23 avoirdupois weights. 

Morning work on the Public Market 
of insa?ection Is meeting with desired 
results. It being quite evident that 
greater care is used in the filling of 
containers with the commodities of- 
fered for sale. Without resorting to 
legal measures in this feature of the 
Department's work, co-operation is ob- 
tained by vigilance and anticipated in- 
spection. 

With but few exceptions, inspection 
work about the city for the first time 
of the year, has been completed. Ap- 
proximately 700 places of business 
have been visited. 

Thus far thlg year fhree arrests have 
been caused by this department, re- 
sulting in f50 fines being imposed and 



collected, with one case yet to be 
tried. 

It has been aptly stated that th« 
work of the City Bureau of Weights 
and Measures rests with the City Seal- 
er, esipecially so as to the amount of 
ivo/k done and resulting^ benefit ac- 
complished. However, no one human 
being, though faithful and conscien- 
tious they may be^ can properly cover 
the City of Schenectady without as- 
sistance. The field is too large, and 
the variouis lines of endeavor so var- 
ied, that only a superficial method can 
be attempted. For this reason I have 
attempted this year the enforcement 
of such laws and regulations as I 
deemed the most important and neces- 
sary. Anyone voicing the opinion that 
there is a lack of public demand or 
necessity for the Department, simply 
expresises ignorance of fact. Necessity 
is ever present; public demand is lim- 
ited only because of the limitations 
placed upon the Department by the 
lack of facilities. 

But little idea can be gleaned of the 
work of this Department from a de- 
tailed report such as this, personal in- 
vestigation would be welcome.

Owners, tenants, and oc- 
cupants of all premises from which 
kitchen garbage and ofCal i» to be col- 
lected, shall provide suitable recepta- 
cles such as are required to be provld. 
ed by Section 102 of the Housing Code 
of the city as amended. 

Section 4. No deiposit of kitchen gar- 
bage ofltal or other refuse liable to de- 
cay and become dangerous to the public 
health, shall be made on any vacant lot 
or other unoccupied area, public street, 
lane, alley or public place, and no kitch- 
en garbage or ofltal shall i>e mixed with 
ashes, tin cans, glass or any other sub- 
stance not subject to decay, but all 
kitchen garbage, ofCal and other de- 
cayed matter shall be kept in recei». 
tacles as provided in Section 3 hereof. 

Section 5. No person shall engage r» 
the business of collecting or transport- 
ing ashes or rubbijih in the City of 
Schenectady, unless such person shall 
have previously obtained a license from 
the Mayor authorizing such person to 
engage in said business, in accordance 
with the rules and regulations or the 
Department of Public Works. Elvery 
person at the time of granting such li- 
cense, shall pay to the Mayor as a li- 
cense fee, the sum of Five Dollars for 
every vehicle used by him or her as 
such ash or rubbiah collector. All li- 
censes granted under the provisions of 
this Ordinance, unless revoked as here- 
inafter provided, ^hall expire on the 1st 
day of April after the da*«» thereof, an<s 
may be renewed at the expiration of 
each year, upon the payment of Five 
Dollars for every vehicle used for such 
collection, and said license ahall con- 
tain a provision that the same is issued 
pursuant to this Chapter and rules and 
regulations of the Department of Pub.

Cles used for the collection and trans*

licensed collector shall have painted 
thereon or affixed thereto in oon8pi<:u- 
ous letters the words "Licensed Ash and 
and Ri^bish Collector/' togrether with 
the num'ber of the license. 

Section 7. Owners, tenants and occu- 
pants, using or having control of prem- 
ises, shall provide suitable receptacles

rel unless allowed by the Department 
of Health) for holding ashes and rub- 
bish, which shall be so placed as to ad- 
mit of easy access by the collector. 
Owners of barns or buildings In which

Section 8. Any person engaged tn 
transporting and <:ollecting ashes shall 
not do or permit to be done anything in 
connection th-ereto that shall be need- 
lessly offensive or fllthy in relation lo 
any person, place or building. 

Section 9. AH ashes and rubbish col. 
lected by any person, Arm or corpora- 
tion within the corporate limits of the 
City of Schenectady shall be deposited 
in such place or places within said 
limits as the Commissioner of Public 
Works may direct. 

Section 10. Any person offending 
against the provisions of this Chapter 
shall upon conviction toe punished by a 
fine of not less than Five Dollars or 
more than Twenty-five Dollars for the 
first offense, and not less than Twenty- 
five or more than One Hundred Dollars 
for each subsequent offense, and stand 
committed until sucTh fine be paid, not 
exceeding one day for each dollar of 
the fine so imposed. 

Section 11. Any person offendini^ 
asainst the provisions of this Chapter 
relative to the collection of ashes and 
rubtbloh. If such person be a licensed 
collector, in addition to the punishment 
prescribed by Section 10 hereof, «hall 



forfeit his license and the fee paid 
therefor. 

Section 12. This Ordinance shall take 
effect after its publication three times 
a week for two successive weeks in the 
official newspaper.

He said 
the smallest increase granted any of 
the men in one of the large plants of 
the city since 1914 has been 41%. In 
this period city employees were grant- 
ed 20% which he said was not in keep- 
ing with the Increased cost of living.

WHDRBAS, The Schenectady Rail- 
way Company Is, and for many years 
past, has been operating in the City of 
Schenectady, carrying passengers to 
and fro within the limits thereof, and 
also has been engaged In Interurban 
traffic, and 

WHEJRBAjS, Pr»m time to time the 
Common Council of the City of Scfhe- 
nectady had granted to said company 
franchises for the operation of its 
lines over the streets of the said city, 
and 

WHBREAS, In said franchises there 
has been contained, in many Instances 
limitation as to the fare which might 
be charged by said company to the 

■ passengers on tbe cars of said com- 
pany within the City of Schenectady 
and said limitation was a five-cent 
fare, which said company might charge 
within the zone where five cents Is 

* now charged, and such franchises have 
been used by said company for the pur- 
pose of carrying on Its biislness of 
transporting passengers within the 

' City of Schenectady, for many years 
past without change In such limitation 
or without any increase In said fare 
and 

WHBREAS. It has been urged many 
times, and particularly since the exist- 
ence of a condition of war, that tiie 
cost of materials and labor and equip- 
ment has greatly advanced, and for 
that reason application has been made 
by the company to the Public Service 
Commission for Us ruling, that the 
company was entitled to receive, and 
charge a fare exceeding five cents 
within the zone where five cents is 
now charged, which application, ac- 
cording to a decision of the Court of 
Appeals of recent date, coUld not prop- 
erly be considered by the Public Service 
Commission on the ground that the 
City of Schenectady controlled the 
question "primarily and that the com- 
pany was bound by its franchise lim- 



itations, and for that reasoil such ap- 
plication was withdrawn by the said 
company, tnd 

WHEREAS, The employees of the 
company heretofore demanded- an • in- 
crease In wages which the company 
claimed was a Just demand but Its 
financial necessities were such that 
such payment could not be granted 
without Increased revenues, and a 
strike occurred, after the failure of 
many efforts on the part of the City of 
Schenectady and its representatives to 
adjust the difflcuuies existing between 
the company and Its employees, and 
thereafter the question Involved be- 
tween the two were, by mutual agree- 
ment, submitted to the War Labor 
Board for arbitration and adjustment, 
and 

WHEREAS, As a condition of such 
submission, and a necessary one as 
claimed by the company in the sub- 
mission of such proposition to the War 
Labor Board, the Common Council of 
the City of Schenectady did agree that 
In the event of the granting of the 
Increase demanded by the employees, 
or of any Increase warranting action 
■ on the part of the Commron Council, it 
would, upon the report of the account- 
ants and experts selected by the city to 
examine Into the financial needs of the 
company, take Immediate action in 
favor of submission for the determina- 
tion by the Public Service Commission 
of the question of increased fares with- 
in the City of Schenectady, and 

WHEREAS, The Common Council 
through its committee, after consider- 
ation of various accountants, selected 
Marwick, Mitchell, Peat & Company to 
audit the books of said company and 
Incurred considerable expense for the 
purpose of obtaining the facts relat- 
ing to the company's needs, and said 
accountants rendered a report or audit 
of said company's accounts, which Is 
dated August 19. 1918, in which the 
accountants conclude that the com- 
pany's financial needs are such that an 
Increased fare should be granted, and 

WHERELVS, In other cities similar 
action bas been takfen by the Common 
Council permitting application to the 
Public Service Commission for in- 
creased fares for railways regardless 
of franchise limitations, and 
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WHIETRBAiS, In Docket No. 44 entitled 
"Finding:^ of Joint Chairmen as Arbi- 
trators in Re Employees Vermis Sche- 
nectady Railway Company/* there is 
contained the followingr in connection 
with the increase in wagres granted the 
employees of the Railway Company by 
the said arbitrators, the followinsr 
lang-uagre: 

"FINA2W3IAL. RDOOMMENDATION." 

"This increase in wages will add sub- 
stantially to the operating cost of the 
comrpany and will require a reconsid- 
eration by the proper regulating au- 
thority of the fare which the company 
is allowed by la;w to collect from its 
passengers. 

"We make part of this award the 
word« we have used in the award in 
the Cleveland case: 

" 'We have recommended to the Presi- 
dent that special congreselonal legis- 
lation be enacted to en-able some execu- 
tive agency of the Federal Government 
to consider the very perilous financial 
condition of this and other electric 
street railway* of the country, and 
raise fares in each case in which the 
circumstances require it. We believe 
It to be a war necessity Justifying 
Federal interference. Should this be 
deemed unwise, however, we ur^e upon 
the local authorlti-es and the people of 
the locality the pressing need for such 
an increase adequate to meet the add- 
ed cost of operation. 

** This Is not a question turn'Ing on the 
history of the reQations between the 
local street railways and the munici- 
palities in which they operate. The 
Just claim for an Increase in fares 
dwes not rest upon any right to a 
dividend upon capital long Invested in 
the enterprise. The Increase in fare 
must be given because of the immedi- 
ate pressure for money receipts now 
to keep the street railwasrs running so 
that they may meet the local and na- 
tional d-emand for their service. Over- 
capitaMzatlon, Qorrupt methodis, exor- 
bitant 'dividends in the past are not 
revelant to the question of policy In 
the present exigency. In Justice, the 
public should pay an adequate war 
compensation for a service which can- 
not be rendered except for war prices. 
The credit of these companies In float- 
ing bonds is gone. Their ability to 



borrow on short notes is most limited. 
In the face of added expenses wfaich 
this and other awards of needed and 
fair compensation to their employees 
will involve, such credit will com- 
pletely disappear. Bankruptcy, receiv- 
erships and demoralization with fail- 
ure of service must be the result. 
iHence our urgent recommendation on 
this head.*" and 

WHBREAS, A resolution was adopt- 
ed by the National War Labor Board 
July 31, 1918, reading as follows: 

••RBSOliVBD, That the National War 
Xiabor Board deems it an appropriate 
time to invite the attention of emp oy- 
ers and workers alike to the wisdom of 
composing their differences in accord 
.with the principles g-overnJng the Na- 
tional War Labor Board, which were 
approved and promulgated by the 
President in his .proclamation April S 
191S; 

"That this war is not only a war of 
arms, but also a war of workshops; a 
competition in the quantitative pro- 
duction and diatrilbution of munitions 
and war supplies, a contest In Indus 
trial resourcefulness and energy; 

•That the period of the war is not 
normal period of Industrial expansion 
from which the employer shouM ex 
pect unusual profits or the employee 
abnormal w^ages; that it is an inter 
regnum in which Industry is pursued 
only for common cause and commox 
end; 

'*That capital should have only sue 
reasonable returns as will assure Its 
use for the world's and Nation's cause 
while the physical well-<belng of labor 
and Its physical and mental effective 
ness in a comfort reasonable in view 
of the exigencies of the war should 
likewise be assured; 

"That this board should be careful in 
Its conclusions not to make orders in 
this interregnum, based on approved 
views of progress In normal times, 
which, under war conditions, mig>ht 
seriously impair the present economic 
structure of our country; 

"That the declaration of our princi- 
ples as to the living wage an^ an es- 
tablished minimum should b6 construed 
in the light of these considerations; 
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**That for tl)© pregpnt the board or 
its sections should consider and decide 
each case involving the©e principles 
on its particular facts and reserve any 
definite rule of decision until its Judg- 
ments have been sufflolently numerous 
and their operation sufficiently clear 
to make generalization safe," and 

WHSaBAS, At the time of the strike 
of the employees of the Railway Com- 
pany tbe street lines of said comfpany 
extending through the city and also to 
nearby points, were so tied-up that the 
businees of the City of Schenectady 
and the comfort of Its inhabitants were 
seriously Interfered with and the pofl- 
sibility of serious and disastrous con- 
sequences to the war and other indus- 
tries of the city was imminent, and 
action toward the adjustment of the 
differences between the convpany and 
its employees necessary and pressing, 
the Council impelled thereby, promised 
relief to such company after the ad- 
justment by the War Laibor Board of 
the que^ion between the comipany and 
its employees, and 

WHEREAS, It appears that the 
Board of Trad-e of the City of Sche- 
nectady and civic organizations and 
citizens thereof have repeatedly urged 
upon the officials of the city to not 
permit interference with the prosperi- 
ty of said city on the mere question 
of a Alight increase in fare, if needed 
during the emergency created by the 
war, and 

WHEREAS, It appears from the re- 
port of the accountants that with the 
same volume of traffic at a six-cent 
fare that the company had at a five- 
cent fare, from January 1st, its loss 
would have been |3,374.05 for the six 
months ending June 30, 1918, and 

WHEREAS, It would appear thereby 
that a grant of six cents by the Public 
Service Commission would not by It- 
self meet the needs of the company, as 
so reported by the accountants, and 
that the Common Council, hereby, lim- 
its the increase which may be granted, 
from five to six cents, and though it 
may not appear that the Council is 
helping to adequately provide for the 
needs of the company, nor permitting 
the Public Service Commission to ade- 
quately provide therefor, the Council 
desires to call tbe attention of and 



make clear to the public the reason 
for such limitation to six cents, and 
that Is, the additional income which 
the company may receive from the In- 
cres^se which may be allowed to it 
upon its interurban lines through Its 
various applloatlons to the Public Ser- 
vice Commlsalon for permission to 
make such Increases, and 

WHEREAS, Electric railways In this 
state are unable to obtain additional 
caipi'tal or to obtain money on bond 
issues or loans to carry on their neces- 
sary functions, and the only source 
from which continued or additional 
service could be financially provided 
them is from the fares received from 
the public which is most deeq?ly con- 
cerned In the maintenance of these 
publl-c utilities unimpaired, and Im- 
provements in service, equipment and 
other things can only be obtained and 
Justified by the supjyort of the public 
In its small additional payment for 
the same, 

NOW, THBRBPORE, After consid- 
erable deliberation, due to the desire of 
the members of the Comonon Council 
and the officials of the city to consults 
with the puliaic and ascertain Its senti- 
ments, and promipted by the appeal of 
the Nation, through Us War Labor 
Board, and by the appeal of the people 
who need the use of the railway lines 
for the pursuit of their various voca- 
tions, mostly In aid of the Nation, the 
Common Council In regular meeting 
convened, hereby ordains; 

Section 1. That the Public Service 
Oomonlsslon, Second District, Is here- 
by authorized and emipowered to pass 
upon the aippUloatlon of the Schenec- 
tady Railway Company, when made, 
for an Increase of fares In the City of 
Schenectady, and to grant such roHef 
as tile conditions may warrant without 
regard to the franchise limitations of 
aald City. 

Section 2. That the authority here- 
by granted to the Pulblic Service Com- 
mission, as per Section 1 hereof.

The work of the Department for the 
thiird quarter of 1918, has. been mostly 
In following up warnings previously 
given in regard to violations as to 
welgr*i*nar and measuring devices, look- 
ang after the pufbllc market, systema- 
tizing office records and office work. 
Joo'king after complaints and prosecu- 
tions, and other detail and routine 
'work connected with the Depaortment. 

• Several complaints have been looked 
into ahd satisfactofHIy ttdjusted with- 



out resort to legal proceedings, by 
bringing merchants and customers to- 
g'ether. These include short welgrht In 
sale of butter, vegetables, meat, etc, 
as well as undrawn poultry. The De- 
partment is of the belief that in most 
of these cases, the violations were be- 
cause of oairelessnees and Indifference 
on the part of employees. The man- 
agement apparently welcomed the op- 
portunity to rectify errors, and the 
warnings proved ample to obtain re* 
suits. 

On July 16th. conviction was secured 
by Jury trial, in a case of a huckster 
delivering short weight In sale of pota« 
toes. A >all sentence of seven d>ay& 
was imposed. 

On July 2nd, a huckster pleaded 
guilty of short measure in sale of pota- 
toes, and a fine of |25 imposed. 

On July IfrLh an arrest on market 
was obviated, when a farmer oame in 
with 12 orates of purple raspberries 
with quart baskets not properly filled, 
by members of Market Garden Associa- 
tion assisting in using 26 baskets to 
properly fill others in the 12 crates. 
Further short measure was not after- 
ward noticed on the part of thl« party. 

On September 5th. by agreement, be- 
•cause the ends of Justice seemed to 
have been served, a suspended sen- 
tence was given for a violation for 
placing cfrumpled paper in berry bask- 
ets. A plea of girilty was made. 

As the next quarterly report to be 
rendered your Honorable Body by this 
Department will be In January, it 
seems permissible at this time to call 
your attention to some of the most 
necessary needs of this Department foi 
the coming year, 1919. While quite a 
little has (been accomplished this year, 
the work has been far from satisfac- 
tory to your City Sealer. Mainly be- 
cause the scope of the work Is far too 
lan'ge for one officer to properly attend 
to. as well as the facilities at the dis- 
posal of the Department in Schenec- 
tady being inadequate. Your City 
Sealer would welcome an opportunity 
to meet your Itonorable Body hi cau- 
cus, and explain need» in detail. The 
public demand for the proper conduct 
of this Department is by no means 
email, aJthougih no noisy clamor may 
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be heard. The Jurisdiction of this 
Bureau Is everything that Is sold or 
offered for sale In our C*ty, with the 
und»rly4ng: jxrlnelple of the enforce- 
ment of a square deal. This in Itaelf 
Is of vital Interest to every oltlsen and 
taxpayer.
